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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. In 
response to Applicant's arguments that the second filter of Strolle et al., considered to comprise DFE 22, does not teach reducing the 
noise of the received signal, Strolle et al. states in col. 4 lines 41-45 that the taps of equalizer 22 are adjusted so as to bring the error 
resulting from a difference between slicer output symbols from slicer input symbols to zero. It is inherent that noise contributes to this 
error, and thus the second filter of Strolle et al. is considered to reduce noise by reducing the error to zero. In response to Applicant's 
arguments that the second filter of Strolle et al. does not teach reducing noise and ISI without the use of training data, Strolle et al. state 
in col. 5 lines 31-42 that DFE 22 may be preloaded with coefficients with function C(z), and is thus considered to be operable without the 
use of training data. In response to Applicant's arguments that Chennakeshu et al. do not teach a front end for performing timing control 
the "front end" of Chennakeshu et al. is considered to comprise RF and IF stage 26, A/D converter 28, filter 29, and frame slot 
synchronizer 34, where frame slot synchronizer is considered to perform timing control. 
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
